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Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Cotswold  United 
Districts  for  the  year  1962  as  required  by  the  Minister  of 
Health  under  the  regulations  5(3)  and  15(5)  of  the  Public 
Health  Officers  Regulations  1959. 

Much  of  the  report  deals  with  the  day  to  day  work 
of  the  Public  Health  Depaitments  and  this  appears  under  a 
separate  report  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  in  respect 
of  each  district.  The  statistics  contained  in  the  foreword  to 
the  report  relate  to  the  United  Districts  as  a whole. 

The  total  population  according  to  the  Registrar 
General’s  mid-year  estimate  has  increased,  being  63,070  com- 
pared with  62,480  last  year.The  population  increased  by  340 
in  Cirencester  Urban  District,  by  140  in  Cirencester  Rural 
District,  by  40  in  North  Cotswold  Rural  District  and  by  70 
in  Tetbury  Rural  District,  whilst  Northleach  Rural  District 
remained  the  same. 

The  comparable  birth  rate  per  1 .000  of  the  population 
was  17.7  compared  with  18.2  in  1961.  There  were  1,063  live 
births  compared  with  1,082  last  year,  the  corresponding  still 
birth  figures  being  21  and  17.  TTie  still  birth  rate  per  1,000 
live  and  still  births  was  19.4  compared  with  18.1  for  England 
and  Wales.  The  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  was  5.4 
compared  with  4.3  the  previous  year.  The  infant  mortality 
rate  (per  1,000  live  births)  was  19.7  compared  with  19.4  the 
previous  year;  the  corresponding  figure  for  England  and 
Wales  was  21.6.  The  neo-natal  mortality  rate  (deaths  under 
four  weeks  per  1,000  live  births)  was  15.9  compared  with 
12.9  for  the  previous  year  and  with  15.1  for  England  and 
Wales.  The  perinatal  mortality  rate  (still  births  and  deaths 
under  one  week  combined  per  1 ,000  live  and  still  births)  was 
33.2  compared  with  a rate  of  30.8  for  England  and  Wales. 
One  woman  died  in  consequence  of  childbirth.  The  total 
registered  deaths.  751,  compares  with  728  in  1961.  The 
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comparable  death  rate  (per  1,000  of  the  population)  was  10.9 
compared  with  11.9  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  deaths  certified  as  being  due  to  heart  disease 
were  240  and  118  were  due  to  coronary  disease.  Cancer  caused 
131  deaths  of  which  17  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung,  11  of 
which  were  male.  There  were  13  deaths  from  cancer  of  the 
lung  in  1961.  Vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  caused 
130  deaths. 

At  death  76.3  per  cent  had  survived  to  over  65  years 
of  age  and  52.5  per  cent  to  over  75  years  of  age.  This  shows 
the  need  for  housing  for  the  aged. 

There  were  266  nottificaltions  of  infectious  disease 
compared  with  1,557  for  the  previous  year,  the  fall  in 
numbers  being  mainly  due  to  the  low  incidence  of  measles; 
141  compared  with  1,203  in  1961.  There  were  20  notifications 
of  tuberculosis  of  which  17  were  pulmonary;  last  year  24 
notifications  were  received.  There  were  2 deaths  from 
tuberculosis  during  the  year. 

Five  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  compared 
with  34  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  children  immunised  against  diphtheria 
was  801  and  737  of  these  were  with  the  triple  vaccine  which 
also  protects  against  whooping  cough  and  tetanus.  This  is  a 
substantial  drop  from  .the  1,170  who  had  combined  protection 
with  triple  vaccine  in  1961.  I must  once  again  urge  parents 
to  ensure  that  their  children  are  protected  before  the  age  of 
one  against  diphtheria,  preferably  with  the  triple  vaccine 
which  also  protects  against  whooping  cough  and  tetanus. 
Because  of  the  smallpox  outbreaks  in  the  country  there  was 
a large  increase  in  the  numbers  seeking  vaccination,  2,543 
people  had  primary  vaccination  and  924  were  revaccinated 
compared  with  651  vaccinations  and  110  revaccinations  the 
previous  year. 

Oral  vaccine  for  protection  against  poliomyelitis  was 
introduced  in  the  early  part  of  the  year.  The  procedure  is 
extremely  simple  and  consists  in  the  swallowing  of  3 drops 
of  the  vaccine  on  a lump  of  sugar  or  in  a syrup.  The  vaccine 
is  available  for  those  up  to  the  age  of  40  years.  I believe  that 
this  disease  could  be  completely  eliminated  from  the  country 
if  sufficient  people  were  vaccinated.  The  child  population 
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is  well  protected  but  the  20  to  40  age  group  still  lags  behind. 
No  cases  of  poliomyelitis  occurred  in  the  area  during  the 
year  and  the  number  of  cases  in  England  and  Wales  was 
lower  than  it  had  been  for  nearly  half  a century. 

Progress  in  housing,  water  supplies  and  sewerage 
disposal  is  detailed  in  the  reports  under  individual  districts. 
In  housing  the  emphasis  is  on  houses  for  old  people  and  on 
slum  clearance.  By  the  use  of  Improvement  Grants  many 
sub-standard  dwellings  are  being  modernised  and  made  fit. 
Sewerage  disposal,  which  is  costly  in  scattered  rural  districts, 
is  making  progress  and  most  Councils  have  at  least  one 
scheme  in  progress  and  one  ready  to  follow.  It  is  time  the 
Government  provided  more  financial  help  for  rural  sewerage 
schemes;  this  would  not  only  benefit  the  inhabitants  of  the 
area  but  also  the  vast  numbers  who  flock  into  the  country 
at  weekends  ^d  for  holidays. 

In  the  rural  districts  out  of  a total  of  111  parishes, 
96  have  public  mains  water  available  and  24^  parishes  have 
public  sewers  available. 

All  this  progress  means  hard  work  in  the  Public  Health 
Departments  and  dso  for  other  Officers  of  the  Councils  but 
is  tackled  cheerfully. 

Once  again  I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
Chairmen  and  Members  of  Council  and  Committees  for  their 
support  and  encoimagement  during  the  year. 

In  addition  my  thanks  are  due  to  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  and  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Departments  for 
their  co-operation  and  help. 

I also  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Clerks  and 
other  Officers  of  the  Councils  for  their  'help  throughout  the 
year.

Maintenance  or  reinforcing  injections  of  the  triple 
vaccine  were  also  given  during  the  year  to  142  children  under 
15  years  of  age  and  138  children  had  maintenance  injections 
against  diphtheria  and  37  had  maintenance  injections  against 
diphtheria  and  tetanus. 

The  number  of  children  who  had  combined  protection 
against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  in  1961  was 
231  and  245  had  maintenance  injections  of  the  triple  vaccine. 

7 children  had  protection  against  tetanus  only  during 
the  year.

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CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1962 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  work  of 
my  department  for  the  year  1962. 

This  year  the  department  has  suffered  from  the 
shortage  of  staff  owing  to  the  fact  that  one  additional 
Inspector  left  the  staff  in  February  to  take  up  an  appointment 
with  the  Nailsworth  U.D.C.,  and  the  Council  were  unable  to 
obtain  the  services  of  another  qualified  Inspector  until 
November. 

As  in  previous  years  I have  to  thank  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Council,  the  Clerk  and  Officers  in  my 
own  and  other  departments,  for  the  help  and  co-operation 
during  the  year. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 
Water  Supply 

During  the  year  ending  31st  March,  1963,  the  Cotswold 
Water  Board  laid  approximately  300  yards  of  3"  diameter 
water  main  at  Bowling  Green  and  Leaholme  housing  develop- 
ments. There  were  89  new  connections  made  to  the  mains 
and  34  connections  at  the  Prefabricated  houses  in  Bowly 
Road  were  disconnected.  The  new  Boys’  Secondary  School 
was  also  connected. 

The  consumption  of  water  in  the  town  rose  to  the 
highest  figure  recorded  during  the  dry  spell  in  the  early  part 
of  the  summer  and  the  output  from  Baunton  Pumping  Station 
exceeded  one  million  gallons  per  day  on  a number  of 
occasions  during  June  and  July.  5 samples  of  raw  water  and 
10  samples  of  treated  water  were  examined  during  the  year 
and  all  were  bacteriologically  satisfactory. 

One  owner  of  a property  was  called  upon  to  provide 
a supply  of  water  inside  the  house  and  this  was  done.  As 
far  as  can  be  ascertained  there  are  four  standpipes  in  the 
town  serving  only  18  Properties  as  against  27  Properties 
last  year.  TTie  reduction  in  the  number  of  Properties  was 
due  to  the  fact  that  9 houses  of  the  Slum  Qearance  type 
have  been  closed. 
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Swimming  Baths 

The  Swimming  Baths  were  open  from  the  beginning 
of  May  until  the  end  of  September  and  despite  poor  weather 
proved  to  be  very  popular. 

As  in  past  years  reservations  were  made  for  school 
children  during  school  hours  to  the  end  of  July  and  special 
reservations  made  for  the  students  of  the  Royal  Agricultural 
College,  the  perspnnel  from  South  Cemey  R.A.F.  Station 
and  for  Police  Cadets. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

During  the  year  the  provision  of  sewers  to  a further 
area  at  Stratton  was  commenced  and  was  completed  as  far 
as  Donside  and  Barnway.  Extensions  to  sewers  were  also 
carried  out  for  new  housing  development. 

No  particular  difficulties  were  experienced  at  the 
Shorncote  Disposal  Works  and  no  samples  were  adversely 
commented  upon  by  the  Thames  Conservancy. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  continued  on 
a weekly  basis  and  disposal  was  by  means  of  controlled 
tipping. 

The  total  quantity  of  waste  paper  which  was  separated, 
baled  and  sold  amounted  to  70  tons,  18  cwts.,  2 qrs.  with 
an  income  of  £554. 

Scrap  metal  was  sold  to  the  value  of  £145  Is.  6d. 

Drainage 

A complaint  was  received  from  the  occupiers  of  a 
block  of  Shop  and  Flat  property  in  a main  street  in  the 
town  regarding  unsatisfactory  surface  water  drainage  arrange- 
ments. The  matter  was  investigated  and  it  was  revealed  that 
the  main  surface  water  drain  was  defective  and  completely 
blocked  and  yards  were  flooded.  As  a result  the  owners  were 
called  upon  jointly  to  lay  a new  drain  and  make  a new 
connection  to  the  Council’s  Surface  Water  Sewer.  Approxi- 
mately 27  yards  of  new  6"  drainage  was  laid  and  since  that 
date  no  further  drainage  troubles  have  been  experienced 
on  the  property. 

As  a result  of  an  inspection,  a private  dwelling  was 
found  to  have  unsatisfactory  drainage  facilities  in  so  far  as 
the  Cesspool  serving  the  property  was  continually  overflowing. 
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The  owner  was  called  upon  to  dispense  with  the 
Cesspool — connect  the  existing  drainage  to  the  Council’s 
New  Foul  Sewer  in  Cheltenham  Road.  This  work  was  carried 
out. 

In  9 cases  owners  of  properties  were  required  to  renew 
certain  lengths  of  defective  drainage  and  in  one  case  two 
new  manholes  were  built  over  a main  drain  in  order  to 
provide  means  of  access. 

One  property  was  found  to  be  without  proper  drainage 
and  a sanitary  sink  and  this  was  subsequently  provided  by  the 
owner  upon  request. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

During  the  year  the  section  of  stream  between 
Gloucester  Street  bridge  and  the  footpath  near  Barton  Mill 
was  thoroughly  cleansed  of  silt  and  weeds  and  the  bed  of 
the  stream  regraded. 

Other  streams  in  the  District  were  inspected  and  found 
to  be  in  order. 

Dirty  and  Verminous  Premises 

The  Health  Department  was  called  upon,  by  the 
owner,  to  carry  out  a general  disinfection  of  a small  old 
dwelling  house  in  the  town.  This  was  satisfactorily  carried 
out. 

Offensive  Trades 

Applications  were  received  from  each  of  the  Bacon 
Factories  in  the  town  for  consent  to  continue  to  operate  the 
plant  and  equipment  at  their  respective  Factories  for  the 
purposes  of  Blood  Drying  and  Fat  Extracting.  These  pro- 
cesses are  necessitated  by  the  Slaughtering  and  Butchering  of 
Pigs.  Both  Factories  have  carried  on  these  processes  without 
Nuisance  during  the  past  year. 

Dangerous  and  Dilapidated  Buildings 

A large  metal  framed  glass  canopy  situated  over  the 
forecourt  entrance  steps  to  a disused  Picture  House  was 
found  to  be  in  a dangerous  condition.  The  owners  were  called  i 
upon  to  remove  the  broken  and  loose  sheets  of  glass  and  ' 
render  the  canopy  safe.  This  was  quickly  carried  out. 
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Pet  Animals  Act,  1951 

Two  local  Companies  were  granted  Licences  to  keep 
Pet  Shops.  The  respective  premises  were  inspected  and  found 
to  be  satisfactory. 

Clean  Air  Act 

No  action  was  necessary  under  the  Act. 

Nuisances  under  the  Public  Health  Act 

53  Nuisances  were  reported  and  as  a result  of  action 
taken,  43  were  abated.  The  majority  of  these  Nuisances  were 
in  respect  of  housing  and  drainage  defects  but  two  were  in 
respect  of  offensive  odours  from  premises.  All  work 
necessary  was  promptly  carried  out. 

One  Statutory  Notice  was  served  in  respect  of  a 
dwelling  and  Court  procedure  was  authorised  to  secure 
abatement  of  the  Nuisances.  The  case  did  go  before  the 
Court  but  no  judgement  was  given  as  the  summons  had  not 
been  properly  served  on  the  owner,  but  the  works  required 
were  subsequently  carried  out. 

A number  of  complaints  were  received  from  occupiers 
of  houses  in  fairly  close  proximity  to  a new  Fish  and  Chip 
Shop  which  had  been  opened  at  Chesterton,  regarding  the 
offensive  smell  from  the  fish  frying. 

The  occupier  of  the  Shop  was  called  upon  to  provide 
some  mechanical  means  of  extraction  of  the  waste  gasses 
from  the  top  of  the  Frying  Range  and  discharge  same  at  a 
high  level  above  the  ridge  of  the  building.  In  addition,  an 
extractor  fan  was  provided  to  the  back  wall  of  the  Shop  to 
give  adequate  ventilation. 

All  work  necessary  was  promptly  carried  out. 

Reports  were  received  from  members  of  the  local 
Bowling  Qub  regarding  a Nuisance  caused  by  fumes  from  a 
nearby  factory  which  produced  moulded  insulation  products. 

This  matter  was  investigated  when  it  was  found  that 
the  trouble  was  due  to  a breakdown  in  the  gas  boilers  and 
unburnt  gas  was  passing  through  the  flues  to  the  open  air. 
This  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  Management  concerned 
who  instructed  the  Gas  Company  to  carry  out  necessary 
repairs  to  the  plant.  In  addition,  the  National  Industrial  Fuel 
Efficiency  Service  were  also  called  in  to  advise  on  the  plant 
generally  in  order  to  prevent  a recurrence. 
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Noise  Abatement  Act,  1960 

A considerable  amount  of  trouble  was  experienced 
during  the  year  due  to  noise  from  a factory  which  had 
recently  been  built  in  the  centre  of  the  town  and  which 
produced  moulded  insulation  products.  Many  complaints 
were  received  from  occupiers  of  dwellings  which  were 
situated  within  35ft.  to  40ft.  of  the  factory  particularly 
regarding  noise  at  night. 

This  was  investigated  and  many  visits  were  paid  to 
the  premises  both  during  the  day  and  after  midnight  when  it 
was  noted  that  there  was  a continual  high  pitched  humming 
noise  from  moving  machinery  with  intermittent  hissing  noises 
from  compressed  air  jets  inside  the  factory.  The  matter  was 
taken  up  with  the  Management  and  over  a period  of  several 
months  certain  work  was  carried  out  which  in  effect  reduced 
the  noise.  A number  of  machines,  including  a hammer  mill 
and  noisy  hydraulic  pumping  gear,  were  cased  in  with 
acoustic  board  and  certain  parts  of  machineiy  were  replaced. 

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960 

One  application  was  received  for  a Licence  to  station 
a Caravan  on  a small  site  at  Stratton,  this  was  granted  until 
the  end  of  the  year  subject  to  certain  conditions  being  laid 
down  relating  to  Site  Access,  Water  Supply,  Sanitary  Accom- 
modation and  Fire  Precaution. 

The  only  other  Caravan  in  the  town  had  been 
previously  Licenced  and  this  expires  at  the  end  of  1963. 

Two  Caravans  were  found  stationed  on  land  on  the 
North  side  of  the  town  without  a Licence  but  the  occupiers 
vacated  the  site  promptly  when  the  position  was  explained  , 
to  them.  ~ 

Rag  Flock  and  Other  Filling  Material  Act,  1951  ' 

All  Upholsterer’s  premises  in  the  town  were  visited 
during  the  year  but  no  applications  were  received  for 
Registration. 

Ice-Cream  Premises — Food  & Drugs  Act,  1955 

One  application  for  Registration  for  the  purpose  of 
the  sale  of  Ice-Cream  was  received  and  granted.  j 

Inspections  were  made  of  premises  selling  Ice-Cream  i 
and  6 samples  were  taken  during  the  year.  All  samples  were  \ 
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submitted  to  the  Pathologist  for  examination  and  were 
found  satisfactory  and  in  Grade  1. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  1960 

The  three  main  Dairy  premises  in  the  town  were 
visited  from  time  to  time  and  found  to  be  in  order.  Only  one 
Pasteurising  Establishment  now  remains  and  this  was 
Licenced  by  the  Gloucestershire  County  Council. 

12  samples  of  Milk  were  taken  during  the  year  and 
submitted  to  the  Pathologist  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
for  examination.  Eleven  of  the  samples  were  satisfactory  but 
one  sample  of  T.T.  Pasteurised  Milk  was  unsatisfactory  for 
keeping  quality.  The  Proprietors  of  the  Dairy  concerned  were 
interviewed  regarding  the  unsatisfactory  sample  and  steps 
were  taken  to  prevent  a recurrence. 

Shops  Act,  1950 

159  shops  were  inspected  and  works  were  required  in 
1 1 of  them,  two  for  the  provision  of  extra  sanitary  accommo- 
dation, two  for  the  provision  of  lighting  in  the  toilets  and  the 
remainder  for  cleaning  and  redecoration  of  the  W.C’s.

Knackers  Yard 

An  application  was  received  to  renew  a Licence  for  a 
Knackers  Yard  attached  tO'  the  V.W.H.  Kennels.  These 
premises  were  inspected  and  found  to  be  satisfactory  and 
a Licence  was  accordingly  issued. 

Slaughterhouses 

A Slaughterhouse  Licence  was  issued  to  each  of  the 
two  Bacon  Factories  until  the  end  of  December. 

.The  Private  Slaughterhouse  situated  in  the  centre 
of  the  town  ceased  to  operate  on  and  as  from  the  25th  July 
when  the  current  Slaughterhouse  Licence  expired.  The  owners 
of  these  premises  were  not  prepared  to  carry  out  any  works 
necessary  to  bring  the  premises  up  to  a standard  to  comply 
with  the  Slaughterhouse  Act,  1958.  The  present  position  is 
therefore  that  the  town  is  without  a Private  Slaughterhouse 
in  which  Cattle,  Sheep  and  Calves  could  be  slaughtered 
generally  or  in  a case  of  emergency.

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Meat  Inspection 

A revised  system  of  meat  inspection  was  put  into 
operation  during  the  year  and  this  proved  successful.  An 
Inspector  is  on  duty  at  each  Bacon  Factory  whilst  simul- 
taneous slaughtering  is  in  progress  and  100  per  cent  inspection 
of  pigs  slaughtered  was  maintained. 

The  total  number  of  pigs  killed  during  the  year  was 
49,763,  an  increase  of  4,172  on  the  number  killed  during 
1961. 

It  was  still  necessary  for  Inspectors  to  commence  their 
duties  at  7.30  a.m.  on  three  mornings  in  each  wek. 

During  the  year  a considerable  number  of  swine  fever 
contact  pigs  were  slaughtered  and  a detailed  inspection  was 
carried  out  by  the  Meat  Inspectors  and  Ministry  of  Agri- 
culture, Fisheries  & Food  Veterinary  Officer.  No  evidence 
of  the  infection  was  found.

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  annual  report  on 
the  work  of  my  department  during  1962,  a year  which  saw 
the  completion  of  main  sewerage  schemes  in  Fairford  and 
South  Cerney  and  considerable  Housing  activity. 

The  promotion  of  cottage  improvement  in  both 
Council  and  privately  owned  property  was  actively  pursued 
and  much  work  was  done  towards  the  provision  of  the 
alternative  accommodation  necessary  for  the  purpose. 

My  thanks  are  due,  as  usual,  to  my  Staff  for  their 
loyal  and  conscientious  work  during  the  year,  to  the  Clerk 
and  officers  of  other  departments  for  their  co-operation, 
and  to  the  Chairman  and  all  members  of  the  Council  for 
their  confidence  and  support.

Water  Supplies 

During  the  year  the  Cotswold  Water  Board  carried 
out  the  following  work  in  the  District. 

The  Edgeworth  main  laying  contract  was  completed 
and  the  Ampneys/Bamsley  scheme  was  commenced.  Com- 
pletion of  the  latter  is  expected  during  the  summer  of  1963. 

138  yards  of  3"  main  were  laid  in  Hambidge  Lane, 
Lechlade,  and  120  yards  of  4"  in  Church  Lane.  Down 
Ampney. 

Water  Samples 

Reports  on  samples  of  water  taken  from  the  public 
systems  were  received  regularly  from  the  Cotswold  Water 
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Board.  Of  77  samples  taken  on  distribution  and  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination,  75  were  satisfactory  and  2 
unsatisfactory.  Of  8 samples  taken  before  treatment,  6 were 
satisfactory  and  2 unsatisfactory.  All  the  unsatisfactory 
samples  were  in  respect  of  the  Marsden  supply. 

Of  15  samples  taken  from  Estate  Supplies,  7 were 
satisfactory  and  8 unsatisfactory. 

17  samples  for  bacteriological  examination  were 
taken  from  sources  serving  individual  properties  and  of 
these  10  were  satisfactory  and  7 unsatisfactory. 

Action  was  taken  in  appropriate  cases  to  secure 
necessary  improvement. 

The  village  spring  at  Meysey  Hampton  was  sampled 
and  found  to  be  bacteriologically  unsatisfactory.  The  only 
property  relying  on  it  for  a domestic  supply  was  connected 
to  the  public  main. 

A chemical  examination  of  a sample  of  water  from  a 
borehole  serving  a new  dwelling  in  the  Lechlade  area 
revealed  a fluorine  content  of  4 parts  per  million,  a remark- 
ably high  figure  for  natural  fluorine  and  one  said  to  be 
capable  of  causing  mottling  in  the  teeth  of  children  drinking 
it  during  the  period  of  calcification  of  the  permanent  teeth. 

The  water  was  also  one  of  high  salinity  having  a sodium 
chloride  content  of  350  parts  per  million.  As  there  are  a 
number  of  deep  borehole  supplies  in  the  Lechlade  area  a 
survey  of  all  of  them  was  undertaken  and  an  abnormally 
high  fluorine  content  was  fairly  widespread.  Up  to  the  end 
of  the  year,  17  samples  had  been  chemically  examined  and 
the  fluorine  found  to  vary  from  0-4  to  13  parts  per  million.  _ 
The  matter  is  being  pursued.  ▼ 

Three  other  samples  submitted  for  chemical  analysis 
during  the  year  were  satisfactory.

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 

Fairford 

The  Fairford  sewer  was  finally  completed  and  the 
disposal  works  ofl&cially  opened  during  the  year.  The 
complex  problem  of  reconnecting  the  properties  already 
served  by  the  old  sewer  was  tackled  and,  after  detailed 
survey,  a contract  was  let  for  the  first  phase  of  the  operation. 

South  Cerney 

The  main  sewers  and  pumping  stations  at  South 
Cerney  were  completed  and  numerous  connections  made. 
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Lechlade 

Detailed  investigations  to  assess  the  infiltration  of 
subsoil  water  into  the  sewers  were  carried  out. 


Kempsford  and  Whelford 

The  detailed  scheme  for  these  villages  was  in  pre- 
paration and  had  reached  the  tender  stage  by  the  end  of  the 
year.

Small  Disposal  Plants 

A programme  of  renovation  of  small  sewage  disposal 
plants  serving  Council  housing  sites  was  introduced.  The 
Kemble  installation  was  overhauled  and  the  provision  of  an 
effluent  pump  and  the  construction  of  a new  irrigation  area 
at  Coates  Lane,  Coates,  reached  an  advanced  stage.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

Refuse  Collection  was  carried  out  throughout  the 
District  by  Contract. 
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Refuse  Disposal  was  again  by  controlled  tipping  at 
the  tip  near  Rhymes  Bam  Farm,  Kempsford.  Regular  rodent 
control  was  carried  out  at  the  tip. 

PEST  CONTROL 

Duties  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act, 
1949,  have  been  carried  out  throughout  the  year  by  a part- 
time  Rodent  Operator,  shared  with  the  Cirencester  Urban 
District  Council. 

87  farms  and  holdings  have  been  inspected,  688 
dwelling  houses  and  79  business  premises.  In  addition,  to 
Council  Property,  treatments  have  been  carried  out  at  110 
dwelling  houses  and  12  business  premises. 

Insect  pests  have  also  been  dealt  with.  Treatments 
have  included  the  successful  use  of  insecticidal  lacquer 
against  pharoahs  ants. 


HOUSING 

The  Council’s  housing  policy  may  be  said  to  be  one 
of  “ saving  the  villages  ” and  during  the  year  this  goal  has 
been  pursued  in  a number  of  ways  : — 

1.  by  seeking  sites  throughout  the  district,  to  enable 
houses  to  be  built  to  meet  local  needs  rather  than 
concentrating  house  building  in  a few  parishes  and 
and  encouraging  young  people  to  leave  their 
native  villages; 

2.  by  urging  the  owners  of  Estate  properties  (some- 
times whole  villages)  to  press  forward  with 
cottage  improvement  in  accordance  with  agreed 
programmes; 

3.  by  encouraging  the  proper  renovation  and/or 
conversion  of  cottages  which  have  been  the  subject 
of  formal  action; 

4.  by  providing  the  alternative  accommodation 
necessary  to  rehouse  surplus  tenants  where 
schemes  of  improvement  necessitate  the  con- 
version of  say,  two  cottages  into  one,  and 
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5.  by  readily  giving  Improvement  Grants  to  suitable 
schemes  of  improvement. 

These  factors  were  all  at  work  in  North  Cerney  where 
the  erection,  by  the  Council,  of  six  houses  and  four  bungalows 
(in  progress)  will  provide  the  necessary  alternative  accom- 
modation to  enable  the  Bathurst  Estate  and  other  owners  to 
make  a start  on  their  improvement  proposals,  the  broad 
details  of  which  have  been  agreed,  A site  for  a further  four 
or  five  bungalows  there  has  been  chosen. 

The  houses  and  bungalows  were  specially  designed 
and  the  materials  carefully  chosen  to  harmonize  with  the 
existing  cottages  in  this  charming  Cotswold  village. 

All  current  schemes  of  building  include  a high  pro- 
portion of  two  bedroom  accommodation  either  as  bungalows 
or  flats  and  these  are  primarily  to  cater  for  aged  persons. 

Two  bedroomed  accommodation  is  preferred  to  single 
bedroomed  accommodation  for  this  purpose  as  it  is  equally 
suitable  for  newly  married  couples  and,  therefore,  can  serve 
a double  role.  A further  point  is  that  the  bulk  of  Council 
Houses  already  built  are  of  the  three  bedroomed  type  and 
many  are  under  occupied. 

The  Council  House  Improvement  programme  pro- 
gressed smoothly  during  the  year. 

23  Demolition  Orders  and  2 Closing  Orders  have  been 

made. 


Discretionary  Grants  in  respect  of  33  properties  and 
Standard  Grants  in  respect  of  29  properties  have  been 
approved.

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

A weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  at 
the  five  centres  of  population,  and  a fortnightly  collection  in 
all  the  other  parishes. 

Satisfactory  negotiations  were  completed  in  connection 
with  tipping  at  Slade  Quarry  in  the  Cheltenham  Rural  Dis- 
trict and  refuse  from  the  southern  parishes  was  disposed  of 
there.  Refuse  from  the  northern  parishes  continued  to  be  dis- 
posed of  at  Blockley  tip,  but  this  tip  will  shortly  be  completed, 
when  tipping  will  be  transferred  to  Ebrington  Hill. 

Controlled  tipping  is  practised  by  the  Council,  mech- 
anical aids  being  a Bristol  22  Bulldozer  and  a Ferguson  trac- 
tor. No  nuisances  from  flies,  fires  or  vermin  occurred.

Close  co-operation  is  being  maintained 
with  officers  of  the  Water  Board  and  arrangements  have  been 
made  whereby  copies  of  analyses  of  “consumer”  water 
samples  taken  by  the  Board  are  supplied  to  the  Council  for 
information. 

With  regard  to  the  two  unsatisfactory  private  supplies 
at  Adlestrop  and  Aston  Subedge,  works  have  been  carried  out 
on  the  Adlestrop  supply  resulting  in  an  improvement  in  the 
quality,  and  at  Aston  Subedge  the  majority  of  the  properties 
on  the  private  supply  have  now  been  connected  to  the  mains 
of  the  Cotswold  Water  Board  and  negotiations  are  proceeding 
in  respect  of  the  remainder. 

125  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  analysis 
from  the  mains  supply,  of  which  123  were  satisfactory  and  2 
unsatisfactory. 

66  samples  were  taken  from  private  sources,  of  which 
34  were  satisfactory  and  32  unsatisfactory.  Appropriate  action 
was  taken  where  the  samples  were  unsatisfactory. 

The  water  supply  in  this  area  is  generally  hard  and  no 
trouble  is  experience  from  plum'bo-solvent  action.

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

iThe  schemes  for  the  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  at 
Guiting  Power,  Little  Rissington  and  Naunton  were  completed 
during  the  year. 
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A major  scheme  for  improvements  to  the  sewerage 
system  at  Bourton-on-the-Water  was  approved  in  principle  by 
the  Council,  but  a Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Govern- 
ment enquiry  is  pending,  and  in  the  meantime  the  scheme  for 
Lower  Slaughter  is  still  deferred.  A small  scheme  for  the  dis- 
posal of  surface  water  to  prevent  flooding  in  the  Qapton 
Road  and  Victoria  Street  area  at  Bourton-on-the-Water  was 
carried  out. 

The  scheme  for  Bourton-on-the-Hill  has  now  been 
approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
and  tenders  are  being  invited. 

The  scheme  for  Ebrington  will  be  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for  approval 
during  1964. 

The  schemes  for  Longborough,  Broadwell  and  Even- 
lode,  and  Lower  Swell  are  still  in  the  course  of  preparation. 

Sewer  Ditches

throughout  the  district  was  dealt  with  during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 

This  will  be  my  last  report  to  this  Council  as  Public 
Health  Inspector  and  Building  Surveyor,  as  I propose  to 
retire  from  this  post  in  June  1963,  when  I shall  have  com- 
pleted 38  years  service  with  this  Council  and  4 years  else- 
where, making  a total  of  42  years  service  in  the  Public 
Health  Service.  I have  witness^  many  changes  in  this  time 
in  many  directions  but  as  far  as  Public  Health  is  concerned 
it  has  been  to  the  advantage  of  the  District  and  the  inhabi- 
tants generally.  I have  served  under  five  different  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  and  five  Chairmen  of  this  Council.  In 
1925  the  Council  owned  10  Council  houses  with  rents  varying 
from  3/-  per  week  to  9/-  per  week.  Today  there  are  338 
Council  houses  with  rents  varying  from  22/6  per  week  to 
40/-  per  week.  Since  1925  eleven  country  schools  have  been 
closed. 

During  my  years  of  office,  a comprehensive  refuse 
collection  system  has  been  instituted  and  a comprehensive 
water  scheme  installed.  Sewerage  systems  for  the  area  are 
under  consideration,  Northleach  Parish  being  the  only  Parish 
with  a full  sewerage  system,  which  was  installed  in  1951. 

There  is  only  one  Councillor  still  on  the  Council  who 
was  serving  when  I was  appointed. 


Water  Supplies 


As  previously  pointed  out  the  Public  Water  supplies 
are  now  under  the  control  of  the  Cotswold  Water  Board 
who  have  headquarters  in  Cirencester. 

From  figures  supplied  by  the  Board,  75  connections 
were  made  during  the  year. 

During  the  year  two  samples  of  water  were  taken 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  to  the  Council,  both  from 
the  same  premises.  The  first  one  was  unsatisfactory  and  the 
owner  of  the  farmhouses  was  interviewed  and  suggestions 
were  made  to  him  to  remedy  the  cause  of  contamination. 
These  he  carried  out  and  a further  sample  proved  quite 
satisfactory. 

During  the  year  26  Council  houses  in  the  Withington 
parish  were  connected  to  the  main  water  supply.  This  was 
necessitated  by  the  complaints  received  over  the  years  of 
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the  shortage  of  water  to  these  houses,  the  real  trouble  being 
the  inadequate  size  of  the  service  pipes  supplying  this  end 
of  the  parish.  There  is  abundant  water  to  the  supply  but  the 
distribution  is  not  so  good.

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Sewage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Slow  progress  is  being  made  as  far  as  sewage  disposal 
for  the  various  parishes  is  concerned.  The  scheme  for 
Andoversford  was  put  in  hand  the  latter  part  of  the  year 
but  this  was  held  up  owing  to  weather  conditions  at  the  end 
of  December.  All  being  well  the  scheme  should  be  completed 
late  in  1963.  Schemes  for  Sherborne  and  Bibury  have  been 
prepared  and  sent  to  the  Ministry  for  consideration. 

As  previously  pointed  out,  the  parish  of  Northleach 
is  the  only  parish  with  a comprehensive  sewage  scheme;  this 
has  been  in  operation  for  just  over  10  years  and  up  to  now 
has  given  satisfaction  without  much  trouble.  Various  small 
plants  are  in  use  for  small  housing  estates.  Sewage  schemes 
are  expensive  items  and  'it  is  about  time  the  Ministry  gave 
Local  Authorites  in  the  rural  areas  much  more  financial  aid 
in  these  matters.  A lot  more  could  be  done  to  modernise 
houses  under  the  Grants  scheme  if  main  sewage  was  available 
in  the  parishes. 


Refuse  Disposal 

This  is  the  same  as  in  previous  years,  namely  fort- 
nightly collections  with  the  exception  of  Northleach  which 
has  a weekly  collection.  Two  men  are  employed  for  refuse 
collection. 

In  March  a new  vehicle  was  purchased  for  refuse 
collection,  a Bedford  12  cubic  yard  diesel  engined  with  side 
loading  and  a crew  cab.  The  cost  of  this  vehicle  was  £1,961, 
less  an  allowance  of  £201  on  the  old  vehicle.  Tenders  were 
invited  for  the  supply  of  same.  There  is  no  standby  vehicle 
for  this  work.  Few  complaints  were  received  during  the  year. 


Salvage  (Waste  Paper) 

During  the  year  the  Waste  Paper  merchants  refused 
to  accept  loose  waste  paper.  They  claimed  that  too  much 
rubbish  was  mixed  up  with  it.  An  agreement  was  made 
whereby  only  newspapers,  books  and  periodicals  would  be 
accepted  by  them.  Only  these  are  now  collected. 
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The  quantity  of  paper  disposed  of  during  the  year 
was  18  tons  16-|  cwts.  and  cash  received  was  £31  9s.  lid. 
All  paper  is  collected  as  the  men  empty  the  bins;  this  prevents 
a lot  of  untidiness  on  the  tips  and  helps  to  prevent  fires. 

Litter  Bins 

Litter  bins  are  in  most  villages  and  at  lay-bys  on  the 
main  roads  and  are  emptied  as  often  as  possible.  It  is 
surprising  how  untidy  the  travelling  public  are,  or  a great 
number  are.  Bins  or  no  bins  they  leave  their  rubbish  all  over 
the  place,  especially  on  the  wide  verges  where  they  picnic. 

River  Pollution 

I am  happy  to  say  this  is  practically  non-existent  in 
the  whole  area,  due  I could  say  through  efforts  made  in  the 
past  to  prevent  and  remedy  pollution.  Andoversford  sewage 
scheme  will  clean  up  the  pollution  which  is  known  to  exist 
and  has  existed  for  a number  of  years.

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PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 
(Rats  and  Mice  Destruction) 

This  Act  has  been  administered  by  the  Local  Authority 
since  1949,  through  Mr.  Miles,  the  pests  operator.  The  district 
is  inspected  constantly  and  treatments  carried  out  as  required 
and  requested  by  letter  or  telephone.  Many  farmers  carry 
out  their  own  treatments  but  inspections  are  still  made  to 
ascertain  that  they  are  successful.  Northleach  sewers  are 
treated  once  a year  and  up  to  date  no  trace  of  rats  has 
been  discovered.  No  charge  is  made  for  the  treatment  of 
rats  or  mice  in  premises  occupied  by  old  age  pensioners. 

It  can  be  safely  said  that  the  rat  population  of  the 
district  has  been  greatly  reduced  since  the  operation  of  this 
Act.

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Housing 

At  the  present  time  there  are  8 old  peoples  bungalows 
under  construction  at  Northleach.  The  waiting  list  for  houses 
is  not  formidable,  the  chief  requirements  being  for  the  newly 
married  or  for  old  people  at  a reasonable  rent. 

Steady  progress  continues  to  be  made  under  the  Grants 

system. 

Certificates  of  Disrepair  (Housing  Act  1957) 

No  applications  were  received  during  the  year. 

Whilst  on  the  subject  of  housing,  it  is  a pity  that  the 
designers  don’t  take  a lesson  from  the  winter  weather  that 
we  usually  have  at  the  end  of  each  year  and  so  design  the 
plumbing  arrangements  that  the  question  of  frozen  pipes 
does  not  keep  re-occurring.  The  cost  to  the  Council  each 
year  through  damage  is  considerable. 

Private  Enterprise  Housing 

During  the  year  16  houses  were  completed  by  private 
enterprise,  1 more  than  last  year.  If  more  land  was  available 
for  private  building  there  would  be  a considerable  increase 
in  private  house  building,  still  the  number  increases  each  year 
which  is  all  to  the  benefit  of  the  district. 

Improvement  Grants  (Housing  Act  1949,  Section  20) 

(as  amended  by  the  Housing  Financial  Provisions  Acts  1958 
and  1959) 

During  the  year  54  properties  were  brought  up  to 
date  and  made  first  class  properties  as  follows  : 

Discretionary  Grants  30,  Standard  Grants  18,  Without 
Grant  6.  Of  these  9 were  owner  occupied  and  39  tenanted. 

Grants  approved  during  the  year  numbered  52,  Dis- 
cretionary Grants  28,  Standard  Grants  24.  All  agents  and 
owners  are  now  familiar  with  the  Grants  available  and  all 
help  is  given  to  applicants.  A considerable  amount  of  time 
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and  energy  is  spent  on  improvement  work  but  this  is  well 
repaid  with  the  results  obtained. 

The  following  table  gives  the  parishes  and  number 
of  houses  that  have  been  improved  under  the  Grants.  I should 
like  to  mention  here  that  if  main  sewers  were  available  in 
the  villages  a lot  more  Grant  aided  improvements  could  be 
carried  out,  especially  in  the  Bastleach  area.

Perhaps  when  interest  rates  get 
easier  more  garages  will  be  built.

Water  Supply 

With  the  exception  of  Avening  and  part  of  Cherington 
the  whole  area  is  now  in  the  statutory  area  of  supply  of  the 
Bristol  Waterworks  Company.  Avening  and  Cherington  are 
in  the  area  of  the  Stroud  Water  Board. 

Of  the  13  parishes  9 have  public  water  supply  mains. 
The  remaining  4 parishes  are  supplied  as  follows  : — 

Westonbirt-with-Lasborough  has  a private  piped 
supply  which  is  satisfactory  in  quantity  and  quality. 

Ashley  has  a private  mains  supply  in  the  hamlet  of 
Culkerton  which  is  fairly  satisfactory  but  Ashley  itself  is 
short  of  water  and  arrangements  are  being  made  by  the 
owner  of  North  Farm  to  sink  a borehole  and  improve  the 
supply. 

Ozleworth  relies  on  private  estate  supplies  which  are 
now  fairly  satisfactory. 

Kingscote  is  still  supplied  by  the  Kingscote  Horsley 
Trust  private  piped  supply  which  is  unsatisfactory  in  quantity 
and  quality.  Bagpath  hamlet  relies  on  private  spring  supplies 
which  are  unsatisfactory.  The  Bristol  Waterworks  Company 
have  not  yet  submitted  a scheme  for  the  extension  of  mains 
from  Calcot  to  supply  Kingscote  parish. 

22  samples  were  taken  from  public  and  private 
supplies.  Of  the  21  taken  from  private  supplies  16  were 
unsatisfactory,  and  5 were  satisfactory.  One  sample  from  the 
Bristol  Waterworks  Company’s  supply  was  satisfactory. 

.There  was  no  plumbo-solvent  contamination  of  public 
or  private  supplies.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 
Tetbury 

The  new  sewage  works  is  operating  satisfactorily  but 
the  excessive  infiltration  of  surface  water  is  causing  the  storm 
water  overflows  to  operate  more  frequently  than  they  should. 

Pollution  of  the  Tetbury  branch  of  the  River  Avon 
has  been  remedied. 

Investigations  are  in  hand  to  locate  the  defective 
lengths  of  sewer  and  a report  is  awaited  from  the  Council’s 
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consulting  engineers  on  the  maitter.  A scheme  for  providing 
a separate  storm  water  sewer  in  the  centre  of  Tetbury  is  also 
under  consideration. 

Approximately  ^ mile  of  6"  foul  sewer  and  ^ mile 
of  9"  storm  water  sewer  has  been  laid  from  Lowfield  Road 
to  London  Road  for  the  purpose  of  draining  the  Council’s 
new  housing  estate. 

Avening  and  Cherington 

The  sewerage  system  and  works  serving  these  parishes 
have  been  satisfactorily  maintained  during  the  year.  A 
proposal  for  sewering  Rectory  Lane,  Avening,  is  under 
consideration. 

Didmarton 

A scheme  for  the  drainage  of  Didmarton  village  was 
prepared  by  the  consulting  engineers  during  the  year.  The 
old  village  street  drain  continued  to  give  rise  to  complaints. 

Boxwell-with-Leighterton 

The  Council  requested  their  consulting  engineers  to 
prepare  a report  on  drainage  requirements  for  the  village 
of  Leighterton  as  the  Council  house  sewage  works  was  not 
working  satisfactorily  and  nuisances  were  arising  in  the  village 
through  lack  of  proper  drainage  facilities. 

Other  Parishes 

There  are  no  sewerage  systems  in  the  remaining 
parishes  except  for  a Council  housing  sewage  works  at 
Shipton  Moyne  which  .is  working  fairly  satisfactorily. 

River  Pollution 

No  cases  of  river  pollution  have  arisen  during  the  year. 

Public  Conveniences 

The  Public  Conveniences  in  Tetbury  have  been  satis- 
factorily maintained  during  the  year. 
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Public  Cleansing 

The  Council  carries  out  a weekly  refuse  collection 
throughout  the  area  except  for  a few  isolated  places  where 
satisfactory  arrangements  have  been  made  for  a fortnightly 
collection.  No  salvage  is  collected. 

The  refuse  tip  at  Herd  Lane,  Tetbury  was  operated 
satisfactorily  during  the  year  and  no  serious  nuisance  from 
smells  or  flies  occurred. 

Sunday  sweeping  of  the  main  streets  of  Tetbury  has 
been  maintained  during  the  year. 

HOUSING 


Housing  Act,  1957 

■During  the  year  10  representations  under  Section  16 
of  the  Act  were  considered  by  the  Council.  Demolition  Orders 
were  made  in  respect  of  3 dwellings,  Closing  Orders  made 
on  5 dwellings  and  Undertakings  accepted  in  respect  of  2 
dwellings. 

One  family  was  re-housed  under  this  heading  during 
the  year. 

Common  Lodging  Houses 

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  in  the  area. 

Council  Houses 

No  new  Council  houses  were  erected  during  the  year. 

Site  works  commenced  on  the  Allotment  site  in 
Tetbury  for  the  erection  of  24  houses,  16  age4  persons 
bungalows  and  a communal  room  with  warden’s  flat.  The 
new  road  will  be  known  as  St.  Mary’s  Road. 

Negotiations  were  completed  for  the  purchase  of  5+ 
acres  of  land  between  the  allotment  site  and  London  Road, 
Tetbury. 

Improvements  to  5 Council  houses  at  The  Meads, 
Leighterton,  were  commenced  during  the  year. 

The  investigations  into  the  suitability  of  the  Bell  Inn 
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site  at  Avening  were  shelved  in  favour  of  land  at  Old  Hill, 
Avening,  which  would  be  an  extension  of  the  Lawrence 
Road  estate.  The  whole  question  of  need,  suitability  of  site, 
layout  and  costs  is  under  consideration.

Garages 

The  Council  have  erected  33  garages  and  provided 
parking  spaces  for  approximately  22  cars  on  their  Council 
house  estates.  Tenants  of  6 Council  houses  have  erected 
garages  themselves  with  the  approval  of  the  Council.  Per- 
mission has  also  been  granted  to  4 tenants  to  put  down 
a hard  standing  in  their  garden  for  the  parking  of  vehicles. 

It  is  proposed  to  erect  a further  12  garages  on  the 
allotment  site,  Tetbury. 

The  waiting  list  for  garages  is  growing  rapidly. 

House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959 — Improvement

Discretionary  Grants 

Some  13  applications  in  respect  of  15  dwellings  were 
approved  and  9 certificates  of  completion  were  issued  during 
the  year.  The  average  grant  per  dwelling  amounted  to  £374. 
To  date  a total  of  179  dwellings  have  been  improved  with 
Grant  aid. 

Standard  Grants 

13  applications  for  Standard  Grant  were  approved 
and  10  certificates  of  completion  were  issued  during  the  year. 
To  date  a total  of  59  Standard  Grants  have  been  approved. 
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New  Buildings 

Plans  submitted  for  approval  under  the  Council’s 
building  byelaws  amounted  to  88  during  the  year,  including 
11  new  dwellings,  40  alterations  and  additions,  18  garages 
and  19  miscellaneous.  During  the  year  7 houses  were  com- 
pleted by  private  enterprise, 

A scheme  for  the  development  of  The  Close  grounds 
in  the  centre  of  Tetbury  was  approved  during  the  year.  The 
layout  envisages  some  53  dwellings,  a County  Fire  Station 
and  a County  Library  and  Clinic.  Preparatory  work  com- 
menced at  the  end  of  the  year. 


Caravans 

There  were  no  camping  or  caravan  sites  in  the  area 
but  five  individual  caravans  were  licensed. 


Petroleum  (Consolidation)  Act,  1928 

During  the  year  39  licenses  were  issued  under  this 
heading.  Of  these  10  were  for  filling  stations  and  29  for 
industrial  or  agricultural  purposes. 

An  appeal  by  Messrs.  R.  Street  & Sons  Ltd.,  was 
heard  by  a Home  Office  inspector  in  May  of  this  year  but 
no  decision  was  given  during  the  year.  The  appeal  was  against 
the  Council’s  decision  to  refuse  a licence  for  a new  installa- 
tion on  the  existing  site  as  an  alternative  to  carrying  out  the 
additional  conditions  attached  to  the  previous  licence. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 

The  number  of  treatments  carried  out  during  the  year 
amounted  to  29  and  197  inspections  were  carried  out.  No 
major  infestations  were  report^  during  the  year.  The  system- 
atic treatment  of  the  Council’s  sewers,  refuse  tips,  etc.,  was 
carried  out  during  the  year.
